Taking thé position that a reduc- 
tion in the wages of unskilled em- 
ployees is an absolute mecessity in 
order that the company may con- 
tinue operations on a sound finan- 


cial basis, officiais of the Central 
of Georgia railroad have started ne- 
gotiations with this class of work- 
men to put the decrease into effect 
at the earliest possible date and 
a definite decision is expected to 
be reached during the next three 
days, according to a statement given 
The Constitution late Monday night 
by L. A. Downs, of Savannah, vice 
president and general manager of 
the road. 

It became known here late in the 
day that the railroad had been con- 
templating making reductions in 

one wages of its unskilled em- 
‘ Pployees for some time, and that ne- 
peemarsetions had been quletly pro- 

* ng. Atlanta officials referred

As the situation now stands, | 
am unable to give out much for 
publication, as the negotiation be- 
tween the railroad and the various 
interested crafts have not reached 

> a stage where it would be advisa-

ment,” said Vice )President Downs 
when called over long distance by 
The Constitution relative to the in- 
formation received here. 
Expects Decision Soon. 

“"T am expecting important de- 
velopments during the next few 
days and at the proper time a full 
report will be given to the public 
concerning our transactiqns.”

G. Corbett, assistant general mana- 
ger of the road, referred questions 
concerning the proposed reductions 
to the general manager, whom, they 
said had complete charge of t ne- 
gotiations.

“The Central of deersia has been 
suffering with practically all of 
the railroads of the country.as the 
resuit of a drop in business,” said 
@ prominent Atlanta official of

~ financial basis—that is to reduce 
wages. 

“Por a number of months the 
company has been paying wages 
with money which should have been 

used in. making various improve- 
ments, and providing new equip- 
ment. It should be readily under- 
stood that no railroad can stand up 
under such a program, and we feel 
that something must be done im- 
mediately to reliieve the present 
conditions,” he concluded.

BUGG NOT INSTRUCTED 
TO APPEAR IN CHICAGO 


Order Did Not Affect Re- 
ceiver of A., B. & A., He 
Claims in Statement Is- 
sued Monday. 


With intérest in the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railroad 
strike situation centered on hear- 
ings before the labor board sin Chi- 
cago and Judge Samuel L. Sibley 
in this city, the most important de- 
velopments Monday night were the 
announcement that Distfict Attor- 


Ti Hooper Alexander had received 


instructions from Attorney General 
Harry M. Daugherty to appear to- 
day at the hearing here to defand 
the constitutionality of the NeWlands 
act,*and the denial of Receiver B. L. 
Bugg that he had been ordered to 
appear before the wage body. 

In addition to these developments, 
officials of the A., B: & A. an- 
nounced a complete local freight 
service would be in effect through- 
out the system today, schedules for 


‘Waycross, the one branch not being 


served Monday, having been ar- 
ranged Monday night. 
Through Freight Service. 

.W. W. Croxton, passenger traffic 
Manager, stated that the through 
freight serwice of the railroad would 
be resumed during the next few 
days, and that the road was rapidly 
assuming normal operating condi- 
tions. 

“Many of the telegraph operators 
and agents who struck at noon, 
March 5, when all of the federated 
crafts on the railroad, some four- 
teen in number walked out without 
previous notice, have returned to 
duty, some of whom have been ac- 
cepted and.others were not accepted 
because their positions -had been 
previously filled,” said Mr. Croxton. 

“Under normal conditions, the A., 
B. & A. railway operates daily pas- 
sengeér service over every part of its 
system, sOme 650 miles in length. 
The service now in effect is one 
passenger train daily in.each direc- 
tion over the entire system, with 
triple daily service between Bruns- 
wick and Thalman, and norntal local 
freight service covering every sta- 
tion.”’ 


Colonel Buges’s Position. 
Following the strike of A., B. & 


'‘& employees, the labor board “or- 


dered employers and employees to 
appear before it” Monday afternoon, 
according to a dispatch from Chicago, 
“to explain the wage reduction and 
the strike.” In reply to this}#%e- 
onel Bugg stated that the notice of 
the board “did not ask or'require 
the appearance of any one repre- 
senting the receiver.” 

“The notice from the labor board, 
after calling attention to the law 
and to the notice issued by the re- 
ceiver reducing the wages and to 
the fact that the organized em- 
Ployees ceased work on or about 
March 1.” he said, “reads as fol- 
lows:”

NO RUSSIAN TRADE 
UNDER BOLSHEVIKS 
DECLARES HOOVER 


U. S. Cannot Resume 
Commerce Relations 
While Reds Rule, Says 
Secretary of Commerce. 


ADMINISTRATION VIEW 
SEEN IN STATEMENT 


Hughes Known to Be’ 
Considering Russian Sit- 
uation With Similar 
Opinion to Hoover’s.

Washington, March 21.—The states 
ment of Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover Monday that resumption of 
trade with bolsheviki Russia is im- 
possible, is taken not only as an 
expression of the view of the admin- 
istgation, but as an indication of the’ 
prominence Hoover will assume in 
the government, and the scope of the 
activities he intends to undertgke. 

Hoové& said trade with Russia 
cannot start so long as the bolshe- 
viki are in control. Trade, of 
course, is a matter for the consider- 
ation of the secretary of commerce. 
But heretofore, dealings with Rus- 
sia have been exclusively a state 
department matter, because of their 
political ramifications. The state 
department prohibited trade, and 
finally said it would be permissable. 

Hughes Is Silent. 

So far, Secretary of State Hughes 
has been silent on the subject, and 
Hoover’s, comment was without 
state dgpartment knowledge. Such 
a departure in recent years might 
have been cause for a sensation. 

Hughes recently, however, has 
had the Russian trade situation un- 
der consideration, as well as the po- 
litical aspects.of relations, And it 
can be state@ that Hoover’s opinion 
conforms to that of the state de- 
partment, and while it is not an of- 
fical pronouncement of American 
pelicy, it is a definite index of what 
that policy will be. 

Hoover already has _ interested 
himself in a variety of subjects, in- 
dicative of his intention of develop- 
ing a “real” department of com- 
merce. He’ announced he will ap- 
pointacommittee of shipping and 
trade experts to advise of estab- 
lishment of trade routes. The mer- 
chant marine act of 1920 provided 
this very thing; but it had been sup- 
posed the shipping board would 
have the task. 

Committee Named. 

Hoover has named, also, a com- 
mittee of business men to help in 
creating co-operation between busi- 
ness and the government. He has 
interested himself in transportation 
—rail, inland waterway and mari- 
time—on the theory that transpoar- 
tation vitally affects commerce. He 
has some very definite ideas on the 
functions of the shipping board and 
the interstate commerce commission 
and has presented them at cabinet 
meetings. 

Hoover has concerned himself, 
also, with the projected reorganiza- 
tion of the executive departments, 
insisting that the various. agencies 
should be brought under proper and 
definitely confined control. He has 
had particular. interest in effecting 
a “bridge” between the trade ex- 
ploitation activities of the depart- 
ments of state and commerce. 

These activities, in the opinion of 
observers here, mark Hoover as the 
big man in the “outside circle” of 
the cabinet, just as Harry Daugh- 
erty is credited with being the big 
man of the “inner circle.” \ Few 
cabinet members have entered office 
with more extensive programs, or 
have started to carry them out with 
as great dispatch. 

Ne Russian Exports. 

Regarding Russia. Hoover said, in 
brief, that under the existing eco- | 
nomic system there can be no return 
to production; that Russia, there- 
fore, will have little to export, and 
as a consequence of this, little abil-

CONGRESS TO PASS 
ORDNEY MEASURE 
AT EXTRA SESSION 


Tariff Bill Wilson Vetoed 
to Be. First Important 
Legislation When So- 
lons Reconvene. 


ACTION IS ANSWER, 
TO HARDING REQUEST 


President Sought Protec- 
tive Measure for Farm- 
ers in Order to Avoid 


Embargo. as 


Washington, March 21.—The Ford- 
ney emergency. tariff bill. precisely 
as vetoed ‘by former President Wil- 
son, will bea rushed through et 

jse ae the first important legisla-* 
tion of the extra session. 

Acceding to the request of Presi- 
dent-Harding for passage of a meas- 
ufe designed to help the farmers, 
crying’ for’ protection’ against for- 
eign competition, republican mem- 
bers of the house ways and means 
committee turned about today and 
voted to revive the Fordney bill 
after agreeing almost unanimously 
a week ago not to consider any 
emergency legislation ahead of a 
permanent tariff and revenue revi- 
sion. 

Senators Penrose, Smoot and Mc- 
Cumber, conferees from the senate 
finance committee, agreed to the new 
program, which, it was explained, 
meets the approval of the president. 
Senator Penrose expressed the belief 
that the emergepey measure would 
be in the hands of Mr. Harding 
within ten days after the conven- 
ing of the special session April 11. 

Several members of the house 
committee. including Chairman Ford- 
ney and Representatives Longworth 
and Green. conferred with Senator 
Penrose, who heads the senate com- 
mittee, after the former committee 
had -reported its agreement. From 
this conference came the prediction 
that the measure would be rushed 
through the house under dcolaa’ 
rule and through the senate, possi- 
bly under limitation of debate as 
enforced by cloture. 

Six Months’. Limitation. 
- The new Fordney bill will be pre- 
sented with a six months’ limita- 
tion, but its provisions will expire 
at an earlier date, should the per- 
manent bill be enacted before exp!- 
ration of the six months’ period. 

The ‘house ‘ways and means com. 
mittee at the end of an all-day 
wrangle apparentiy was in the ut- 
most harmony. Calling in newspa- 
per men at the close of the session, 
with members sitting around a big 
table in their shirt sleeves, Chairman 
Fordney set forth the final program, 
with everybody expressing approval. 

After disposing of the emergency 
measure in the first few days of the 
extra session, the house will take 
up and pass the anti-dumping bill, 
which will be followed by the allied 
measure fixing an American valua- 
tion on goods which must pay ad 
valorem duty. 


Then Permanent Tariff. 


Then will come the permanent tar- 
iff, which republican leaders hope 
will be broad engugh.to satisfy all 
interests in all sections demanding 
an upward revision. The actual 
work of framing it will begin -to- 
morrow, hearings having been con- 
cluded at the last session. 

While the house is at work on the 
tariff the senate finance committee 
will consider revenue revisions. And 
its printed records will be available 
fo the ways—and means committee, 
which will writg the bill. In this 
way Mr. Fordney predicted congress 
would work at high speed. in the 
hope of earning a summer recess. 
The house would be considering rev- 
enue while the tariff was still be- 
fore the senate.

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POLES TO APPEAL 
PLEBISOTE VOTE 


May Turn to League for 

Aid If Official Count 
Confirms German Claims 
of Victory. 


Washington, March 21.—Polish fo- 
ficials here expressed the opfhion 
today that Poland might appeal to 
the council of the @mbassadors and 
to the league of nations from the 
result of the Upper Silesian plebis- 
cite, should the official count be 
confirmatory of the German unoffi- 
cial report today. They are so far 
without any news of the-official de- 
cision. 

Should an appeal be made to the 
league of nations, it was said. that 
an impartial tribunal might be 
asked to review the plebiscite. In 
Such a case, it was suggested that a 
representative of the United States 
might be asked to serve, as was 
done by the league in the Aland 
island dispute. 

It became known today that last 
November request was made of the 
state department by the Polish 
government through the legation 
here, for the appointment by the 
United States of an American rep- 
resentaitve to observe the alleged 
illegal mehods which, it was 
charged, Germany was resorting to 
in order to further her designs upon 
the territory. 


Note to America. 


In a note to the state depart- 
ment of November 8, 1920, the at- 
tention of the American government 
was called by the Polish govern- 
ment “to the powerful means of re- 
sistance and defense to defeat the 
purposes of the plebiscite’ which 
the German government was or- 
ganizing. 

“It is of the utmost value.” it was 
further represented, ‘“‘that the United 
States government should realize 
how important looms before the 
world at present the question, 
whether Upper Silesia wil be al- 
lowed to remain attached to Ger- 
many, or will be alloted to Poland. 

“On that question hinges entirely 
the future of German militarism, for 
without Silesia, Germany is sure 
never to be able to undertake her 
revenge. 

“The Polish government considers 
it necessary to represent this con- 
dition and to bring it to the atten- 
tion of the United States, that the 
peace of Kurope will greatly depend 
on the issue which the present de- 
velopments are allowed to take by 
those who are called upon to insure 
to the world a just and peaceful 
existence based on those principles 
which America was first to lay down 


in obtaining peace for the world.” 
Second Note. . 


In a second note, in December, 
the Polish government furnished the 
state department with documentary 
evidence of the abuses which it was 
claimed the German government 
was practicing in the efforts to 
bring about a vote favorable to 
Germany in the plebiscite. 

Among the alleged abuses there 
were recalled today the return to 
Upper Silesia of Germans from 
America for the purpose of voting, 
as reported in dispatches, despite the 
refusal of the state department to 
the informal request of the German 
government that natives of Upper 
Silesia residing in America should 
be permitted to leave the United 
States for this purpose. It was rep- 
resented by the United States at the 
time that as long as the technical 
Btate of war with Germany contin- 
ued, such a practice could not be 
countenanced. 


“PROPAGANDA,” 
SAYS PADEREWSKI.

Chicago, March 21.—Ignace Jan 
Paderewski, former premier of Po- 
land, scanned the “official figures” 
of the plebiscite In: Upper Silesia, 
giving that valuable territory to 
Germany by a more than two to one 
vote over his own land. 
“You have heard of German prop- 
aganda?”’ he asked, smiling a tired 
smile. 

“This is some more of it,” he said. 
“This is pure German propaganda. 
The ballot boxes, I will venture, 
have not even been opened et. 
The people only voted yesterday. 
How could they know the result of 
this vote in detail? It is absurd 
and ridiculous. The voting boxes are 
being taken to central places now. 

“Here I see that the official vote, 
with two districts missing, is 876,- 
000 to 389,000, and that in Kreuz- 
burg the Germans polled 431,000 and 
we polled 2, ° never heard of 
the Kreuzburg district, and I am 
fairly familiar with Silesia. To 
give the Germans 48,700 in Kattibor 
and the Poles 20,700, is equally 
ridiculous. None of thebig Polish 
districts, like Plesg, are intluded in 
this total. “ 

“As I say, this information came 
from Berlin. It is German propa- 
ganda, I cannot say what the final 
outcome of the plebiscite will be, 
but I know that these figures are 
semaen figures, and wholly impos- 
sible. 

“Besides, even if Poland has lost 
in the voting, that does not give 
Upper Silesia to Germany. This vote 
is for the information of the allied 
commissioners at Paris; who are to 
draw the line dividing the territory. 
They may be guided by it or they 
may ignore it. We shall see when 
the aNied commission announces the 
real vote and takes action.” 


GERMANS CLAIM ; 
BIG VICTORY. 

Berlin, March 21.—Germany won 
an overwhelming victory in the 
plebiscite held in Upper Sile#ia yes- 
terday to determine the future na- 
tional status of that region, ac- 
ecrding to official returns received 
here. Two districts were still miss- 
ing at 9 o’clock this morning, but 
the count showed 876,000 votes had 
been cast for Germany and 389,000 
for Poland. ! 


TO SUPPRESS 
ARMY INTERVENTION. 

Oppeln, March 21.—Entente forces 
in Upper Silesia will promptly sup- 
press any effort on the part of the 
Polish army to override the de- 
cision in yesterday's plebiscite, or 
to anticipate the actiun of the coun- 
cil of ambassadors in Paris, General 
Lerond, head of the _§ inter-allied 
plebiscite commission, told the As- 
sociated Press today. He said ru- 
mors that the Poles had been con- 
centrating an army on the Silesian 
frontier were wholly without foun- 
dation. 

Reports that 30,000 Polish troops 
were marching toward the border 
have been current here. A mot?rr 
trip along the Polish frontier show- 
ed the presence of the usual Polish 
sentries, but there were virtually no 
er.tente troops on the Silesian side 
of the border. It might be possib!> 
that a number of troops or civilians 
could suddenly cross without meet- 
ing with serious interference.

ATTERBURY SCORES 
RAIL LABOR RULES 


Pennsylvania Vice Presi- 
dént Vigorously An- 
- swers Charges Hurled by 
Union Counsel Before 
Board. 


Chicago, March 21.— Brigadier 
General W. W. Atterbury, vice pres- 


ident of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
and former chairman of the railway 
executives’ labor committee, took 
an emphatic stand against national 
agreements, which he termed “pro- 
lific of misunderstandings,” in a 
heated all-day cross-examination 
before the railroad labor board to- 


ay. 
Questioning by Frank P. Walsh, 


counsel for the unions, brought 
vigorous replies from General At- 
terbury, and time and again the 
witness replied by cross-questioning 
his interrogator. Charges that the 
union leaders did not really repre- 
sent the employees and that na- 
tional rules were used to procure 
employment for more men and ex- 
tract money from the railroads on 
technicalities were hurled across 
the table as the genera] took the 
stand against all rules of national | 
application. 

The gist of General Atterbury’s 
testimony today may be summariz- 
ed thus: 

Rules should be negotiated be- 
tween officials of the roads and 
their- own employees, across the 
conference table, “like a game of 
poker.” 

The eight-hour day could not be 
universally applied to all employees, 
especially train service men, “be- 
cause the Lord didn’t build the rail- 
roads that way.” 

Hourly Basis Rapped. 


The establishment of the hourly 
basis of shop work has destroyed 
the energy and initiative of shop 
employees and abolition of piece 
work would be the “most dreadful 
thing that could happen to railroad 
employees.” 

National rules constituted a dog 
collar around the necks of the rail- 
roads, which would be free to nego- 
tiate their own rules with their 
own employees “the minute. the 
board cuts the dog collar.” 

Genera] Atterbury was referring 
to a cartoon from a labor paper rep- 
resenting national agreements as a 
collar on a dog labeled “railroads,” 
and led by “Labor.” Two charges 
against union officials were laid 
down by the general in the climax 
of the day’s testimony. He de- 
clared that although the national 
agreements had the object of em- 
ploying more men, he was “a bet- 
ter friend of my men than any of 
the union men at this table.” The 
declaration brought from Mr. Walsh 
a query whether General Atterbury 
represented the section hands of his 
road. 

Not Represented. 
Those men 


Men 
“No, but you do not. 


‘are not represented here,” the gen- 


eral replied. 

Shortly afterward, in a dscussion 
of specific rules, General Atterbury 
demanded that the rules be inter- 
preted ¢learly and words defined. 
Mr. Walsh said he thought the or- 
dinary meaning of words applied. 
This brought a quick, retort from 
the witness: 

“Yes, but when it comes to de- 
vising means and methods of get- 
ting money out of a rule, you gen- 
tlemen are the most expert of any 
I know.” 

“These rules appear very clear to 
me, General] Atterbury,” Mr..Walsh 


said. 
“That's because you don’t know 
anything about them,” the witness 
replied. 
For Direct Conferences. 


General Atterbury maintained 
throughout the day that no set of 
rules could be negotiated’ which 
would have a national application, 
and declared the only satisfactory 
way of agreeing on rules was by 
direct conference between the offi- 
cers who would apply the rules and 
the employees whom they would 
affect. 

In his testimony General Atter- 
bury said that he had always been 
able to negotiate with his’ em- 
ployees, but that the national agree- 
ments had placed a dog collar on 
the roads, and that it was impos- 
sible to confer with the Pennsylva- 
nia employees because of the inter- 
ference ‘of union officials. He read 
from s?veral American Federation 
of Labor bulletins, which, he said, 
“throttled the employees.” 

General Atterbury read a state- 
ment earlier in the day which de- 
clared the American people had 
reached “the parting of the ways.” 

Upholds Union Idea. 

“No more serious question con- 
fronts us today,” he said. “One 
road leads to government owner-: 
ship, nationalization, Plumb planism 
and syndicalism—the other road to 
industrial peace and the continua- 
tion of that individual intiative, en- 
ergy and responsibility which is pe- 
cularly American. The signboard 
on one road is ‘National Agree- 
ments,’ on the other road, “Nego- 
tiate directly with your own em- 
ployees.’ ” 

General Atterbury declared he 
had no fight with organized labor 
as such, and said that within “rea- 


to bring about fair conditions.” 
enumerated six poifits which he 
said the employees had a right to 


expect, and the employer’ should 


provide: As steady employment as 
Possible; a good wage; time for 
recreation; opportunity to elevate 
himself in his employment; a voice 
in determining the rules and regu- 
dations under which he works; the 
right to be, or not to be, a union 
man.

The controversy over the question 
of wages between Colonel Bugg, as 
president of the road, and the men, 
dates back to December 29, 1920, 
when Colonel Bugg announced that 
because of a big operating deficit, 
the railroad would be forced to re- 
duce the wages of all its employees. 
Themen at once signed their un- 
willingness to accept the reduction, 
and a gathering in Atlanta of the 
international] heads of the labor or- 
ganizations resulted. 

After several attempts through 
conferences between the officials 
and the employeestoreach an un- 
derstanding, the matter was taken 
to the United States railroad labor 
board, then sitting .in Chicago. 
Two hearings before that tribunal 
resulted finally in the wage board 
declining to assume _ jurisdiction 
over the matter, remanding it to 
Atlanta for further conferences De- 
tween Colonel Bugg and the em- 
ployees as to the’ “reasonableness’ 
and “justices”’ of the wages. 
Shortly after this action the road 
wasthrown into the hands of a re- 
ceiver by the creditor, and following 
the appointment of Colonel Bugg as 
the court officer to have charge 
of the affairs of the company, the 
order came reducing wages of the 
men, effective March 1. This 
"\prought on the present. strike, 
which has been in force since March 
5. An attempt on the part of the 
United States board of mediation 
to settle the controversy failed.

Chicago, March 21.—The Illinois 
Central railroad will confer with 
representatives of its unskilled em- 
Ployees here March 28 and 29 over 
a proposal that wages be reduced 
approximately 25 per cent, it was 
announced today. The road denied 
reports that it had ordered a wage 
reduction effective April 17. If no 
agreement is reached, the question 
will go before the railroad labor 
board. 


Legality 
Challenged. 


Chicago, March 21.—The constitu- 
tionality of the railroad labor 
board’s decision in the case of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad was challenged today when 
the board received a brief filed by 
the road’s receiver, B. L. Bugg, 
formerly president of the road. The 
employees were représented at the 
hearing today by E. P. Curtis, vice 
president of the Order of Railway 
Conductors, who defended their ac- 
tion in striking. 

The receiver took the position 
that the board had ordered wages, 
which the road was financially un- 
able to pay, and that sinca such a 
situation would have meant con- 
fiscation of the property, such a 
ruling by the board was “repugnant 
to the fifth amendment to the con- 
stitution and utterly unconstitu- 
tional.”

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carrier at the time of the award 
and, therefore, not bound by the 
wage award of July, 1920. In fix- 
ing the wages of employees, he 
acted under authority of the United 
States district court, he declared. 

' Wage Reductien. 

A wage reduction was placed in 
effect on March 1, 1921, by court 
order after a dispute between em- 
ployees and the road had failed of 
settlement. The main contention 
of the road was that it was losing 
$100,000 a month. It proposed to 
reduce wages by one-half of the 
increases granted since December 
31, 1917. The board, however, ruled 
that financial ability to pay was 
without its jurisdiction and remand- 
ed the case for further conferences 
between the carriers and its em- 
ployees. 

Subsequently the road went into 
the hands of the receiver and the 
proposed wage cut was made. 

The employees then wenton strike 
with the authority of their interna- 
tional officers. The strike was 
called, however, by Ipcal commit- 
tees of employees, thd labor repre- 
sentatives told the labor board to- 

y. They contended that since 
the road had violated the board’s 
ruling to maintain the wages of the 
award of July, 1920, the employees 
were justified in withdrawing from 
the service. 

Conferences Refused. 


Conferences had been refused 
them, they maintained. They de- 
clared they had complied fully with 
the transportation act up to the 
point of the walkout, and contended 
that the Yaw did not deprive them 
of the right to leave the service un- 
der unsatisfactory conditions. 

Employees’ representatives de- 
clared that the wage reduction was 
put into effect despite the section 
of the Newland act of July 15, 1913, 
regarding receiverships, which re- 
quired a 20-day notice and a hear- 
ing prior to any cut in wages. This 
hearing is to be held March 26. The 
receiver, however, declared that 
there was no dispute between him- 
self and the employees, as “‘the em- 
ployees are glad and. willing to 
work for the wages he is author- 
ized to pay under authority of the 
court.” 

This, it was explained, referred 
to present employees, a force the 
receiver declared he was building up 
“out of many applicants for em- 
ployment.” 

The question before the board .re- 
solved itself into a decision wheth- 
er the action of the federal courts 
had removed the case from the ju- 
risdiction of the board or whether 
a conflict of authority had devel- 
oped. The board would take the 
matter~under advisement, members 
said, and later publish its opinion 
on this question. 


NEW CONSTITUTION 
IN POLAND READY 


To GalInto Effect as Soon 
as Legal Machinery Can 
Be Started — Details of 
New Order Announced. 


Warsaw, March 20.—The new con- 
stitution adoptéd by Poland will go 
into effect as soon as the necessary 
legal machinery is set in motion. 
The present parliament is expected 
to be dissolved in April, by which 
time it is believed the arrangements 
for the election of a new parliament 
comprising a house and a_ senate, 
the members of both of which shall 
be chosen by popular vote, both men 
and women 21 years of age being 
eligible to the franchise. 

The executive power is vested in 


a president and a responsible cabi- 
net. The president will be elected 
fcr a term of four years by a na- 
tional assembly composed of the 
members of the house and senate. 
The president may be a Catholic or 
a Protestant. He is commander-in- 
chief of all the military forces in 
time of peace, but in the event of 
war the responsibility shifts to the 
mfnister of war, who is empotvcred 
to appoint the commander of th 
army. 

Catholicism continues to be the 
leadinw faith of the country, but all 
religions are accorded equal rights. 
The relations between the church 
and the state will be legally defined 
by an agreement with the vatican, 
which agreement shall*be subject to 
ratification by the parliament. The 
constitution provides for free, com- 
pulsory education in district and 
municipal schools. 

Every citizen has the right to the 
use of his own language, and a spe- 
cial bill insures the free deveilop- 
ment of the minority nationalities 
living in Poland, The different na- 
ticnalities are permitted to have 
their schools and teach their own 
languages under government super- 
vision, and with partial support by 
the state. 

Land reforms provide for restric- 
tion of the individual ownership of 
large tracts, and all classes are giv- 
en equal rights in this respect. 

The care of orphans by the state 
is provided for, and night work by 
women and by children under 15 
years of age is prohibited.

England, during the last fifty 
years has stopped at nothing short 
of the disintegration of the- Unitea 
Kingdam, to remove the ancient 
grievunces of Ireland. And the 
task of retracing wrongs has not 
been confined to one political party. 


Fifty years ago the Church of 
England was the established church 
of Ireland. This was an obvious 
injustice-to a people, the-great ma- 
jority of whom were Catholics. 
Therefore, the Church of England 
in Ireland was disestablished by a 
liberal government under Mr. Giaa- 
stone. 


THE LAND ACT. 


Listen again: For generations 
the cry had gone up from the South 
Irish that,the landlords of Knglish 
descent were oppressing the poor 
tenant population of treland. Final- 
y, a Unionist Government set out 
to put this right, and stop this cry. 
Parligment passed Mr. Wyndham’s 
Land Purchase Act relating to 
Ireland, the object of which was 
to enable the tenant farmers of 
Ireland to buy their farms from the 
landlords, (It would be well for ail 
of our American-Irish meddiers to 
ponder the conditions of thig act.) 
The tenant was invited to state 
the sum which he was prepared to 
offer, for his farm, and the land- 
lord was invited to state the sum 
which he was prepared to take. The 
two amounts having been stated 
were adjusted and contirmed by a 
Board, and the intervening amount 
—never small, as can well be imag- 
ined—was abridged by the British 
taxpayer. This act of philanthropy 
cost England considerably more 
than five hundred million dollars. 

These are historic facts and fig- 
ures, and before any more bills are 
introduced in Congress by Senator 
or Congressman, they ought to be 
stated.) Has any other government 
gone so far to aid her tenants? it 
is simple ignorance or selfish in- 
terest that possesses the national 
legislator who gives himself up to 
the present propaganda for Irish 
independence. If Irish independence 
has to be -discussed, then in the 
name of fairness, let us be just to 
England, and not go on capitalizing 
falsehood and hatred in order to 
curry favor and get money. if the 
agitation is not based on tgnorance, 
it is bound to be based on preju- 
dice or it is a plea for the 1RISH- 
MAN and the GERMAN IN AMERI- 
CAN POLITICS. 


GERMANY BACKING SINN FEIN. 


Again, face this: Even the most 
casual reader of the history of to- 
day is bound to admit that the 
present SINN FEIN PARTY in Ire- 
land, is backed, and has been from 
its inception, by Germany and the 
other central powers. It is purely a 
German-Roman Catholic propagan- 
da. if there has ever been any 
doubt of this, the records of recent 
months found in Dublin are suffici- 
ent to clear it up to any mind. 


GERMANY, the avowed enemy of 
England and the rest of the world 
for that matter, is courting irish 
independence that she may get a 
landing at the very door of Kng- 
land. And nothing cotild be more 
serious for England and the rest of 
the world, especially America, than 
to have an independent Ireland, 
with German domination. Germany 
would then have just what she has 
long wanted, viz: AN OPPOR- 
TUNITY TO STRIKE ENGLAND 
WITH HER FIST, and hit «the 
western world with her heel. What 
n devilish, diabolical situation it 
would be to have Germany today 
dominating Ireland! It is incon- 
ceivable the bad results that would 
follow. She would soon be able to 
resume hostilities with’ England 
and throttle the democracy of the 
world. 


No wonder England refuses to let 
Ireland go independent when she 
sees clearly what the result would 
be. She is willing to give her home 
rule, like the rest of her colonies, 
but certainly not to turn her loose 
that she may become the hotbed of 
yerman hatred, breeding aeath and 
destruction to the rest of the HBrit- 
ish Isles, and to the rest of the 
world. 


ULSTER REFUSES—WHY NOT? 


BUT THIS IS NOT ALL OF 'THE 
SITUATION. People talk of Irish 
independence (it is no longer home 
rule; Sinn Fein Ireland does not 
want that), as if the whole of lIre- 
land has been.up in arms for inde- 
pendence, or even home rule, for 
that matter. They forget that the 
north of Ireland, known as Ulster, 
is determined not to be forced out 
of the British Empire into any so- 
called Irish Republic. ‘The people 
of Ulster differ entirely from the 
other elements of Irish political so- 
ciety. “WE BELONG TO THE 
UNION AND WE ARE PHOUD OF 
THE UNION, AND WE WILL RE- 
SIST TO THE DEATH, IF NEED 
BE, ANY ATTEMPT TO FORCE US 
OUT OF THE UNION.” This is: the 
talk of Ulster. 

Then it should be remembered 
also that Ulster has three-fourths 
of the wealth of [Ireland and far 
more than three-fourths of the 
educated intelligence, Ulster also is 
Protestant. The Ulsterites are as 
devoted Christian people as can be 
found anywhere. The rest of Ire- 
land, Known as the “South,” Is Ro- 
man Catholic of the deepest dye. 
og are politically priest-ridden 
to the extreme. This, to a great ex- 
tent, accounts for their poverty and 
lack of progress. It is exactly as 
we find in any country dominated 
by a political priestcraft., 

Take SPAIN, MEXICO anda other 
cOuntries where the  priestcraft 
holds political sway over the peo- 
ple, and ignorance, superstition and 
lack of thrift is the order. ROME 
has ever fostered this unrest in Ire- 
land and Romish priests today 
throughout the world, America in- 
cluded, are the strongest propa- 
gandists of the movements for 
IRISH INDEPENDENCE :-that can 
be found. And moreover, they are 
the bitterest enemies of England in 
carrying on their propoganda, No 
wonder this is true! Rdme has 
never forgotten her disestablish- 
ment in England, and she never 
allows any opportunity to pass 
without seeking revenge. 

Now as I see it in this country of 
ours, there are three ways of ex- 

laining the attitude of the pro- 
rish movement; that is; the move- 
ment known as the Sinn Fein gov- 
ernment for Irish independence: 

1. It is IGNORANCE of the facts 


of both sides. 

2. Or it is wit. the HOPE OF 
WINNING POLITICAL FAVOR 
FROM THE IRISH AND THE RO- 
MAN CATHOLIC VOTE, pilus the 
GERMAN vote, in this country. 

3. Or it is RELIGIOUS—a Homan 
Catholic propaganda to strengthen 
the Roman Catholic political heir- 
archy: to establish a base in easy 
touch with England and America to 
aid in their effort$ to crush religi- 
ous liberty. ‘ 

_ASain: I am not saying anything 
there against the, Romanist as a 
religionist. 1 have nothing to say 
of him as such. I am ‘speaking of 
him purely as a _ religio-politicai 
propagandist. And in this matter, 
he is DISTINCTLY Un-American.

REV. J. A. H. IRWIN. 


If it be said that a Presbyterian 
minister, REV. J. A. H. IRWIN, of 
Ireland, has been traveling with De 
Valera on his speaking tours 
throughout the country—showing 
that Protestants are with the Ro- 
'manists in their propaganga—then 
I wish to submit the following re- 
port from De Valera’s meeting in 
Atlanta, published in The Atlanta 
Constitution. The Constitution 
says: 

“Rev. J. Sprole Lyons, pastor of

“This assertion was repeated Dy 
Dr. Lyons again Sunday morning, 
and he read to his congregation a 
cablegram from HBelfast, Ireland, 
received in Atlanta since De Valera’s 
departure, declaring that Rev. Mr. 
Irwin’s mission in the United 
States is entirely repudiated by the 
Irish Presbyterian Assembly, as 
well as by his Presbytery and con- 
gregation; and that his statements 
as representing the Irish Presby- 
terlan opinion are a mass of false- 
hoods and misrepresentations.” 


in a telegram from E. H. Bennett, 
editor of “The English Speaking 
World of Néw York,” in reply to an 
enquiry from C. E. Watts, of At- 
lanta, asking information “regard- 
ing the titled Rev. J. A. H. Irwin, 
traveling with De Valera.” The 
telegram follows: 

“The following cablegram re- 
ceived from Belfast regarding Hev. 
J. A. H. Irwin: ‘Irwin’s mission en- 
tirely repudiated by Irish Presby- 
terian Assembly, as well as by Ir- 
win’s Presbytery and congregation.

IRISH - AMERICANS — GERMAN- 
AMERICANS. 

Again I want to say I make no 
charge against the Irish people, as 
such, in America, so long as they 
are AMERICANS. Many of them 
have made good citizens with us 
and have had much to do with the 
upbuilding of our great country. 
They are a great people. But in 
Our oWn small way, we do protest 
against their effort tn this country 
to undermine our politics in favor 
of their pet Irish scheme. We honor 
the Irish in America, but we look 
with disfavor upon the hpyhenated 
Irish-American as we do the Ger- 
man-American. Every man under 
our flag should be an American, 

We would be glad to see Ireland 
with a well established form of 
Home Rule, such as is granted to 
the English colonies, But the Sinn 
Feiners will not have that. 

Anyone who knows the history 
of the present movement anf can 
wish to see Ireland, already rent in 
twain, made the operative base for 
a political church hierarchy, and 
a still more to be dreaded base for 
Germany, where she may plant 
herself and in the future strike the 
death blow to England and our- 
selves, is a wish that cannot be 
harmonized with American patriot- 
ism and statesmanship, say noth- 
ing of religion. 

We have fought to be done with 
this German world-conquering in- 
trigue and deviltry, and we do not 
want to fight any more; certainly 
we do not want to be guilty of en- 
couraging a propaganda in this 
country which involves the life and 
rights of our Mother Country and 
the principles of our common blood 
bought religious liberty. 

To continue encouraging this

Plans for early erection of the 
proposed permanent municipal mar- 
ket upon the small financia! lines as. 
those utilized in building the Audi- 
torium-Afmory, are being “formu- 
lated by fhe subcommittee of the 
municipal’ research committee ap- 
pointed by council and cénsisting 
of James L. Logan, chairman; Mrs. 
Irving ‘Thomas and Norman C. 
Miller. Rie 

The committee, which has been 
in session for several days past, has 
determined upon the formation of a 
corporation, membership of which is 
to be composed of public-spirited 
citizens, who will underwrite a bond 
issue, the bond issue to be paid in 
small annual installments by the 
city, which eventually . will take 
over ownership of the property. 

In Only one particular will plans 
for the market and those used in 
building the Auditorium differ, this 
being the arrangement to ask the 
city for an appropriation of $25,000, 
and the county fora similar amount, 
to be used as initial payment on 
the property, instead of, assessing 
stockholders in the market corpora- 
tion 10 per cent of their holdings 
for this purpose. 

First Mort e. 

The bondholders or underwriters 
will hold first mortgage on the 
property, and the city, it is planned, 
will redeem the bonds in a period 
of ten years. Present estimates of. 
the cost of the market building are 
placed at $250,000, the city’s annual 
payment to be $25,000. 

It is announced that pending erec- 
tion of the permanent market build- 
ing, the curb market, which won 
widespread approval last year, will 
open April 15 at the same location 
in front of the Auditorium, and will 
run throughout the summer, market 
days being Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays. It is stated that farm- 
ers of this section have already 
planned for the market by planting 
a large amount of produce and veg- 
etables for sale. 

Auditorium Pian. 

Outlining in detail the plan by 
which the Auditorium was con- 
structed, Colonel E. E. Pomeroy has 
written Mr. Logan the following 
letter: 

Dear Mr. Logan: The Auditorium-Armory 
really was built by a corporation whica 
was created for the purpose, the corpora- 
tion having, of course, an agreement with 
the city of Atlanta. : 

The corporation sold its stock to the pup- 
lic-spirited citizens who were called on to 
pay only 10 per cent and which they iater 
receivea back. This 10 per cent was used 
in making the first cash payment upon the 
real estate which was bought. 

The corporation then made a contract for 
the erection of the building and issued bonds 
for enough money to pay the full amount 
ot the building and the real estate, less 
what the city of Atlanta paid during the 
current year. 

‘he city then bought the property from 
the corporation, making a cash payment 
and buying subject to the bends which were 
outstanding. “The money used in the pay- 
ment of the building as the work progressed 
was received from the city of Atlanta in an 
annual small amount and from its bonds. 
The local banks temporarily loaned money 
to the corporation against these bonds and 
collateral security. The banks then agreed 
to carry these bunds until the city’s annual 
payment had reduced the bonds to a suffi- 
cient amount so that the bonds could be 
sold to some insurance company. My recol- 
lection is that the Fidelity Mutual Insurance 
coinpany bought these bounds at a time when 
the total amount was greatly in excess of 
the actual loan value of the property, tue 
iusurance company feeling satisfied with the 
moral obligation of the city of Atlanta to 
take them up. 

This in brief is the general outline. Of 
course, the details are voluminous. When 
yuu are ready to go to work upon it I shail 
be very glad to meet with you or your coun» 
mittee and arrange all of .the details.

HUGHES TESTIFIES 
— OFDEATH THREATS

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Government Witness, Re- 
Suming Stand in Macon 
Express Trial, Continues 
Incriminating Evidence. 


Macon, Ga, March 21.—W. A. 
Hughes, star witness for the govern- 
ment in the trial of 53 of 64 de- 
fendants charged with conspiracy 
to rob the American Railway Ex- 
Press company of goods valued at 
more than $1,000,000, resuming the 
Stand today testified that W. V. 
Meeks, one of the defendants, had 


threatened to kill him and that fol- 
lowing his arrest, F. J. Morris, one 
of the defendants, declared to him: 

If you don’t keep your mouth 
Sout I will kill you as sure as my 

me is Morris.” 

Hughes declared that Morris had 
told him that all would contribute 
-> Hughes’ defense, but that Hughes 
must keep silent. 

In reply to a question from As- 
sistant United States District Attor- 
ney E. Clem Powers as to how he 
kept up with his sales and who owed 
him for goods, Hughes said that he 
kept a book, but tore the leaves out 
of it on the night of his arrest. 

Sold Inner Tubes. 

Hughes resumed his testimony 
by taking up alleged transactions 
with defendants whose names begin 
with J. He told the court he had 
transactions.with Charley Johnson, 
one of the defendants, in the alleged 
conspiracy. He declared he sold 
stolen inner tubes to Charley John- 
son, clothing, cigars and a pistol 
to J. L. Johnson, and other articles 
to O. C. Johnson. 

Hughes also said he sold stolen 
foods to Carlos Jordan and W. V. 
Kimrell. Asked by Assistant Uni- 
ted States District Attorney Powers 
how he knew he could safely sell to 
Kimbrell) Hughes replied he had 
been told Kimbrell was “all right.” 
a phrase which Hughes testified ear- 
ly signified that the person so desig- 
nated would not tell of any transac- 
tions with stolen goods. 

Allowed Thefts by Negro. 

Hughes testified that at one time 
he caught Ed Knox, a negro em- 
loye of the express company, steal- 
ng a hat from his car. He said he 
stopped him and then gave him per- 
mission to steal from the ear. 

Hughes told the court that he was 
told by a defendant. C. W. Pearce, 
that once R. S. McMichael, another 
defendant, on a run into Montgom- 
ery, Aljla., had stolen virtually 
everything but the railroad car 
carrying the express. 

Hughes spoke of T. C. McMillan, 
who, he said, on one occasion, stole 
a shipment of whisky which was be- 
ing billed through as a talking ma- 
chine, 

In his testimony today twenty-five 
of the fifty-one defendants whom he 
claims to have had transactions with 
concerning stolen express shipments 
Hughes declared that his life was 
threatened by Captain W. V. Meeks, 
railroad conductor, and F. J. Morris, 
baggage master. 
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Clemenceau, Apparently 
Younger Than Ever Will 
Be Force in Politics. 


Toulon, March 21.—Bronzed and 


weather-beaten, brimming over with 
good health and high spirits, 
Georges Clemenceau, France’s war 
; premier, returned to French soil 
Monday, landinzg—perhaps signifi- 


cantly—at the spot where Napoleon 
— touched on his return from 
a. 

“The Tiger,” who has taken the 
longest vacation of his long politica) 
career, enforced through the fall of 
his government, was apparently 
younger than ever when he stepped 
ashore. And while he refused to 
talk politics, he was; mentally and 
physically equipped to enter stren- 
uous life once more, a constant 
threat to any government in power. 

“Oh, there are still some tigers in 
India,” he replied to a question as 
to the big bag of game he is re- 
ported to have shot in the east. 

“IT am very, very happy,” hecon- 
tinued. “All I can tell you can be 
summed up in one sentence—that 
France is loved, much loved, as I 
have discovered everywhere I have 
gone.” 

Turning to wave farewell to the 
ship, the former premier said, “Well, 
I'll take her again some time, for a 
voyage to Australia.” 

Clemenceau’s cheeks were round- 
ed out and he continually smiled 
and laughed with those who greet- 
ed him. His family, of course, had 
first call. Then came the prefect 
of the district, then Tardieu, repre- 
senting the war department, and 
other notables, 

A shoal of small craftt darted out 
from the docks to surround and 
welcome the incoming ship. Cheers 
and plaudits rose to the deck where 
the Tiger was looking down on the 
bright scene, and Clemenceau waved 
his handkerchief violently in re- 
sponse to the greetings.

Let Every Citizen Co-operate 
In Seeing Justice Is Done

The public has been apprised in a 
general way that there has been an 
organized band of professional 
gamesters, confidence men and all- 
around crooks operating in Atlanta 
since early in 1917. 

It has been informed that no seri- 
ous police effort was made in all 
of these yearsto break up this or- 


anization until in November, last, 
ust four months. ago, when Solic- 
itor-General Boykin, on his own 
initiative, tiring af the flagrant and 
audacious efforts of the police’ ad- 
administration to shield, rather than, 
apPprehetded the criminals, forced the 
openly-operated gambling houses to 
close, put the more than one hun- 
dred rogues associated with them to 
route, and broke the chain that, it 
is alleged, connected their opera- 
tions directly with the City hall in 
Atlanta. 

It knows that on two distinctive 
occasions, within the last two 
months, the Fulton county grand 
jury, after full investigations of 
all the allegations placed before it 
by the prosecutor, and after the 
taking of testimony as thoroughly 
and as conscientiously as called for 
by the enormity and seriousness of 
the alleged offenses, has handed 
down two presentments charging 
direct collusion. and connivance be- 
tween this syndicate of professional 
criminals, and the detective depart- 
ment of the city of Atlanta. 


It knows that this “detective de- 
partment” is a law enforcement 
branch of the police administration, 
responsible to the citizens of At- 
lanta through the police board, 
which is one of the executive 
branches of the city government, in 
which the mayor of the city, Mr. 
Key, and the chairman of the police 
committee of the council, Mr. Mar- 
tin, sit as ex-officio members. 

It has been told, within the last 
few days, by the solicitor-general, 
who spoke with the evidence before 


him, that certain men, whom he 
called by name, whose official con- 
nection—at the present time or at 
times during the operations of the 
swindling syndicate—with the city 
administration, made them either 
influential or controlling factors in 
law enforcement, were in social or 
professional connivance with lead- 
ers in the syndicate of criminals. 

It has been tnformed that one of 
the brainiest of this gang of crooks, 
a first lieutenant, so to speak, of the 
chief of the gang, has told the 
story of its ramifications to the 
grand jury, involving, according to 
alleged telephone * conversations, 
overheard remarks, and so on, not 
only high officials of the detective 
department, but others of adminis- 
trative responsibilities. 

- * . * 

The public has been startled by 
these revelations; but the accused 
police officials and the implicated 
administrators of a city government 
through which one of the largest 
and most ambitious organizations of 
crooks ever syndicated in America 
has been permitted to operafe in At- 
lanta without molestation and with 
allegéd protection for nearly four 
years, now enter counter charges of 
“politics,” and attempt to becloud 
the facts with smoke screens of 
“factions,” and unsupported ecries 
of “falsehoods.” 

Unfortunately, in Atlanta, as in 
every great city, there is an element 
of people who want what is termed 


a “wide-open” city, and who fail to 
differentiate between crime—such as 
was conducted almost hourly by this 
syndtcate, under the shadows of the 


pelice station, for yearse—and a 
spirit of administrative liberality 
that while legal, is the antithesis 
of dreaded blue laws, A great ma- 
jority of this element is naturally 
attracted 4 politicians who attempt 
to divert the finger of accusations 
by cries of “‘factionalism,” and “pul- 
pit politics.” 

Again, there is an element of 
people in Atlanta, as in every big 
city, who do not think for them- 


selves along any course that per- 
tains to civic responsibilities, but 
blindly follows leaderships; and thus 
the “followers” of these “men of 
affairs,” who have been accused by 
the solicitor-general, upon evidence 
as substantial as that ever given 
in a grand jury room. are disposed 
to continue in the trail they have 
hit for so long, and to believe their 
“bosses.” 

There is still another element that 
is lukewarm about civic matters, and 
does not care how the wind blows, or 
how severe the storm, so long as 
they are “safe to the lee.” 

‘These conditions naturally make 
the work of a prosecutor emDarrass- 
ing, certainly in so great an under- 
taking as that of Solicitor Boykin 
in showing up the vice conditions 
that have existed in Atlanta for the 
past few years. 

And yet, the people of Atlanta are 
aroused today as they have never 
been before; and if there was ever 
a time when a brave and fearless 
public official needed the earnest 
and zealous support of these people, 
that time is now. 

It is not difficult to see that mem- 
bers of an organized political ring 
in Atlanta are lacking in their 
sympathy with his labors. 

It is as plain as the leg of a pot 
that men who ought to be among 
the first and foremost to uphold the 
hand of any man who seéks to en- 
force the very bed-rock of the 
state’s constitution in assuring the 
protection of the lives and liberties 
and properties of her citizens, are 
today openly seeking to embarrass 
the solicitor through the usually 
employed channels of ward cliques. 

All the more the necessity that 
the citizens of this city, who believe 
in law enforcement, and the over- 
whelming majority do, shall support 
the solicitor in his fight In every 
way that is in their power—and 
they will! | 

John Boykin has more on his 
shoulders today than any one man 
can carry. With a homicidal wave 
sweeping Fulton county suc} as 
never known before, he is buried to 
his neck in work. The same can be 
said of his assistant. 

The county commissioners should 
be willing to permit him to employ 
special assistance, the very best he 
can get: and the rewards for the 
leaders of the crime ring that opers 
ated here for nearly four years, and 
even took the life savings of old 
confederate veterans who were

‘To 
them there is a magic fascination 
in danger. 

On account of their odd calling, 
they are more or less isolated from 
human society. A “dare devil’ ap- 
pears an interesting phenomena to 
watch, but he has so little in com- 
mon with his less intrepid fellows 
that his friendsihps' are chiefly 
among his own sort.

PACKER CONFEREES) 
SILENT ON ISSUE 


Davis Meeting in Wash- 
ington Adjourns for Day, 
After Lengthy Confer- 
ence on Labor Dispute. 


Washington, March 21.— After 
spending three hours and a half in 
conference with Secretaries Davis, 
Hoover and Wallace, representatives 
of the five leading packers and of 
their union employees, adjourned 
late today to meet tomorrow after- 
noon. None of those participating 
in the conference would make any 
statement as to the progress of 
the initial efforts of the new admin- 
istration in mediating a major labor 
dispute. 

Representatives of the packers 
and of the employees on coming 
out of the conference stated that 
Secretary Davis had requested all 
parties to make no statements re- 
garding the status of the discus- 
sions. The labor secretary also 
sent word by his private secre- 
tary to newspaper men that he had 
nothing to say regarding the con- 
ference, and announced that the dis- 
cussions would be resumed tomor- 
row following the Tuesday cabinet 
meeting probably at 3 o’clock, but 
earlier if possible. 

The fact that there are to be no 
morning conferences was taken to 
indicate that Secretary Davis might 
bring the matter as revealed at to- 
day’s preliminary meeting to the 
attention of President Harding and 
other members of the cabinet. The 
recess also will allow the repre- 
sentatives of both sides to confer 
with their advisors or ask for fur- 
ther instructions. Secretary Davis 
remained in conference after the 
session with Hugh L. Kerkin, E. 
P. Marsh and Howell Davis, of the 
labor department’s board of con- 
ciliators, who sat in the conference 
by Virtue of the fact that they had 
a part in the agreement of 1919 by 
the packers and their employees 
to extend the Alschuler agreement 
of 1917. 

The packers’ representatives, 
Carl Meyer and James L. Condon, 
were understood to have finished 
stating their case at 4 o’clock, hav- 
ing been interrupted by few ques- 
tions from the employees. Wheth- 
er the greater part of the remain- 
ing hour and a half was consumed 
by the employees in presenting their 
side was not indicated. None of 
the conferees would indicate wheth- 
er there was cause for .hope that 
the question at issue might be ad- 
Justed and a strike averted. 

Secretary Davis heard he em- 
ployees’ side of the controversy at 
11 o’clock after both sides assem- 
bled and the meeting had been ad- 
journed until 2 o'clock.

The temporary loss of a fine au- 
tomobile as a result of offering an 
unlucky stranger a ride from Tampa 
to Jacksonville was the experience 
of O. P. Morton, a Cincinnati busi- 
ness man who wintered in Florida, 
as told in Atlanta Monday.

MATEWANACCUSED 
CLEARED BY JURY 


Sixteen Defendants Dis- 
charged When Not Guil- 
ty Verdict Is Returned. 
Held on Other Indict- 
ments. 


Williamson, W. Va., March 21.— 


nection with the death of Albert C. 
Felts, who was killed during the 
Matewan gunflight last May 19 were 


today found not guilty by a jury 
in the Mingo county circuit court. 
The defendants were formally dis- 


charged by Judge R. D. Bailey, pre- 
siding, but were remanded to jail 
pending bond arrangements on six 
other indictments charging the men 
with having been implicated in the 
deaths of six other private detect- 
ives killed with Felts. 

The trial consumed forty-six 
days. 

News of the acquittal was shout- 
ed to a large group of miners 
standing at a window outside the 
courtroom, and the announcement 
was received with enthusiasm. 

Wives and relatives of the Mate- 
wanians stood on the porch of the 
county jail and received their kin 
with open arms. illiamson resi- 
dents received the verdict quietly, 
and there were no demonstrations 
aside from an outburst of cheers 
from the miners who stood vigil 
since early morning. 

A coal miners’ strike has been in 
progress in Mingo county coal 
fields since July, 1919. Organizers 
of the United Mine Workers’ union 
sought to unionize the districts 
both in Mingo county and in Pike 
county on the Kentucky side of the 
border. Nearly a year later the 
Stone Mountain Coal corporation 
engaged the Baldwin-Felts Detect- 
ive agency to evict striking miners’ 
families from the company houses 
in which they were living. Felts 
carried gut the evictions. After a 
day fraught with argument between 
the operatives and city officials, 
the party finished its work and pre- 
pared to depart from Matewan on 
an early evening train 

Upon leaving their hotel, Albert 
Felts. and his men stopped ‘in front 
ofa hardware store. The leader and 
Mayor C. C. Testerman engaged in 
a conversation, and while they 
stood close to each other, talking, 
a shot was fired. In an instant 
rifles and pistols barked from all 
directions, and before the shooting 
ended Felts, Testerman, six other 
members of the Baldwin-Felts par- 
ty and two other residents fell 
mortally founded in the main street 
of the village. 

Twenty-three men of Matewan 
were indicted by a grand jury at 
Williamson in connection with the 
death of Felts. At the outset of 
the trial, which began on January 26 
the cases against several of the de- 
fendants were dismissed.

Organized baseball's move in 
striving to delay the prosecution 
of the eight members of the Chi- 
cago White Sox accused of crooked- 
ness in the world series with the 
Cincinnati Reds has left a bad taste 
in the mouths of the baseball! fans. 
The explanation of the move, as 
advanced by Byron B. Johnson and 
the special attorney employed by 
him to aid the prosecution, hardly 
explains anything. 

The repeated declarations that 
baseball is preparing to press the 
charges and prove them, and the 
sudden change of front and attempt 
to delay the cases unti] after the 
baseball season, do not sound good 
to the fans. They want to know 
why. 

Either these men are guilty or 
they are not. The fact that some 
of them deny the charges entirely 
entitles them to a chance to prove 
their case. 

The fans have not changed their 
opinion regarding the guilt of the 
Players who confessed their part 
in the plot, but the tactics of the 
prosecution have certainly turned 
the current of fan opinion strongly 
against the heads of baseball. 


Think Owners Fear Publicity. 


The fans believe something is be- 
ing covered up. It is charged again 
and again that organized baseball 
is afraid to have the entire truth 
known and that the stalling is not 
for the purpose of collecting fur- 
ther evidence, but because the base- 
ball club jwners do not want a!!

DECLINE IN CROPS 
OF ISLAND COTTON 
ALARMS DEALERS 


Savannah, Ga., March 21.—(S8pe- 
clal. \—That production of sea 
island cotton in this section of the 
southeast coast has declined within 
the past few years from more than 
a quarter of.a million bales to less 
than ten thousand bales of cotton 
yearly is the statement made by cot- 
ton men here. The decline in crop 
production has dccasioned a condi- 
tion which is stirring the considera- 
tion of cotton men, producers, fae- 
tors and mill men, 

The coming of the boll weevil to 
the sea islands is believed to be the 
chief cause in the falling off of pro- 
duction in the sea islands. Farmers 
of the islands, too, are said to be 
disheartened at the collapse of the 
cotton market, and unlikely to plant 
more than a small crop this year. 
Cotton authorities believe that un- 
less steps are taken by the depart- 
ment of agriculture to effectively 
combat the boll weevil and promote 
the growth of sea island cotton this 
leng-fibered variety of the staple 
is doomed to ultimate extinction.

Negro From: Jasper Gives 
Valuable Information. 
Many Complaints Re- 
ceived by Governor. 


’ 


The mystery surroundigg the re- 
cent discovery of the bodies of two 
negroes, chained together, in Yel- 
|low river, and the subsequent finding 
of the body of a third one in South 
river, a short ditsance from _ the 
scenegpt the first discovery, was be- 
lieved to be near a solution Monday 
night, following the visit to Atlanta 
of a negro, who appeared at the 
federal building during the after- 
noon and sought protection, declar- 
ing an>-attempt had been made to 
murder him a few nights ago, caus- 
ing him to leave Jasper county. 

After making a record of the ne- 
gro’s story, which is said to involve 
well-known citizens of that county, 
department of justice agents accom- 
panied him to the office of Governor 
Dorsey, where his story of alleged 
cruelty. was again related, 

Gives Valuable Information. 

Although no details as to the ne- 
gro’s charges have been given out, 
it is said his statement gives con- 
siderable light as to the manner, 
time and place in which the three 
men met their death. The name of 
the man was withheld by officials, 
who stated that his life is in 
jeopardy. 

Governor Dorsey declared Monday 

night that if the county authorities 
would make the proper investigation 
into the three deaths they would 
probably find out the truth as to 
the perpetrators of the crime. 
, It was learned Monday that the 
governor has furnished the solic- 
j-or-general of the circuit, embracing 
Jasper county, with the names of 
six men against*whom he asked in- 
dictments charging murder in con- 
nection with the recent lynching of 
Eugene Hamilton, which occurred in 
that sectfon. Hamilton met his 
death at the hands of a mob of sixty 
men, it is said, and Governor Dorsey 
claims to have in his possession 
first-hand information as to the 
identity of six of the party. 

It was stated by the governor that 
he receives almost daily complaints 
from negroes in all sections of the 
state to the effect that some white 
citizens have either tried to force 
them to stay and work for practical- 
ly no pay at all, or to intimidate 
them to the extent that they are 
forced to leave home. 

Case at the Capitol. ft 

“We have a negro working right 
her® at the capitol building who is 
a vidtim of treatment of the most 
brutal type,” the governor said. “He 
still bears gashes about the hands 
and arms where he was slashed with 
a knife by a man from whom he at- 


tempted to run away. 

“No indictment has been returned 
against the man tor attacking the 
negro, but instead, the man secured 
an indictment against the negro and 
succeeded in having him given a 
chaingang sentence on the claim 
that he was $5 in debt to him. 
When the case came to our atten- 
tion, we got the negro out on pro- 
bation, and gave him employment 
here at the capitol 

“Conditions have arrived at the 
disgraceful stage, when after a ne- 
gro has run away from his coun- 
try home he is forced back to the 
farm by the city detective depart- 
ment because he cannot find employ- 
ment. 

Negre Refugees Here. 


“I know positively of 50 negroes 
here who are refugees. hese 
negroes, some of whom are women, 
have related most pitiful stories of 
their sufferings and they are in 
constant fear of their lives because 
they ran away from their communi- 
ties.”

BRITAIN TO SEND 
TRADE DELEGATES 
‘TO RUSSIA SOON 


London, March 21.—The dispatch 
of British trade delegations to Rus- 
sia this spring may be expected as 
the first tangible result of the re- 
cently concluded Anglo-Russian 
trade agreement,-—according to of- 
ficial circles. Upon the investiga- 
tions and reports of these agents 
will be based attempts to rebuild 
Anglo-Russian commerce, starting 
in a Small way and increasing as 
the volume of goods from Russia 
becomes increasingly available. 

No eventuality, not even a ruling 
by British courts that creditors 
have a right to seize bolshevik gold 
brought into England, will make the 
agreement inoperative, says the of- 
ficials who have dominated the six 
months’ negotiations with Leonid 
Krassin. Wt is pointed out that the 
British government is the largest 
Russfan creditor in Great Britain, 


with from five to six hundred mil- 
lion sterling involved, while the 
largest creditor’s claims are approx- 
imately £50,000,000. 

Ifthe courts uphold the right of 
seizure, then the government will 
insist upon a division of the gold 
famong the various creditors, claim- 
ing by far the greatest share for 
the government, while private cred- 
itors would get a relatively small 
share in payment of what was due 
them. The result would be a tem- 
porary delay in trade between the 
two countries, but negotiations 
would be started anew for the pur- 
pose of making trade possible, 

Although Great Britain is the first 
to sign a. formal agreement, it is 
reported in official circles that Ger- 
many, Italy, Sweden and Finland are 
negotiating trade pac with Rusia.

RATE AT LOW POINT 


Only 3.50 Deaths for Every 
Million Tons Is 1920 
Record. 


Washington, March 21.—A fatali- 
ty rate of 3.50 for every millien 
tons of caol mined in 1920 as com- 
pared with 4.24 in 1919, was an- 
nounced today by the bureau of 
mines, this was said to be the low- 
est rate in the history of the in- 
dustry in this country. 

A total of 2,260 men were killed 
in the coal mines last year, a de- 
crease. of 57 over the preceding 
year, while at the same time pro- 
duction of coal increased 18 per 
cent over 1919. 

Preliminary reports. indicate that 
production of coal in 1920 amounted 
to 645,663,000 tons, The number of 
employees mining coal in 1920 was 
775,000 as compared with 765,000 
the preceding year.
